— Tlic following ia llie 
offer made to tho United States goveru- 
iiiunt by tlio Dominion authorities, at the 
request of Secretary Blajno. It is immature 
in its nature. Tho dlipatch! was sent by 
the Governor-General to Tjord Knutaford 
oil December Kitli lust and ia as follows : 
( iovornineiit House, 
Ottawa, l.'Uh December, 1890. 

Mv LciKi): I have tlie htinur to send to 
Your Ijordaliip to day a telegraphic mes- 
hiigo in cipher of which the following is the 
substance : " With refercneo to iny tele- 
grain of the 10th inst., this government is 
desirous to propose a johit commission such 
as that of 1871, with authority to deal with- 
out liiiiitution and to prepare a treaty 
respecting the following subjects : 

(1.) The reiiewul of the Reciprocity 
Treaty of 1854 with the modifications re- 
quired by the altered circumstances of both 
countries, and with the iextensions deemed 
by tho Commi.isinn to be in the •interests of 
Canada and the United 3tates;< 

(•J.) 'riiu reeoa^ideratian of the Treaty of 
188S with re-jpect to thei Atlantic flsherica, 
with the aim of Kocuring the free- udmisaion 
into the United Siatei markets Canadian 
fi.shery products in return for f uoilttios to be 
grunted to the United States fislicnneii to 
liuy bait and supplies i<nd to iianshii) c.u - 
goea in Canada.

THE' PEISONER'S STOR^'. 

Lawreiicfi "Wlioliiu Relates the History 
of the Tragfedy of Uecem- 
ber 24th. 

Many Particulars DiU'er From His 
Frevions Stiiteiiieiit3-A 
Brokeu Man. 



.Nov. tliat 111- kiiowb hia fate, uiul has not 
the fc.ir of the gallows before his eyea, nor 
freedom to hope for, Liwrenoc Whelan ia a 
changed niun. Ho now realizes hia position, 
and it -I ever-present liomir diivea even 
sleep away. The high tension at wliioli his 
nerves liave been kept, during the past 
month, being relaxed, lie ia a prematurely 
aged man, etandiiig on the threshold of a 
life that is barren of all that makes life 
dear, and looking back upon a life, all the 
minor iMi;iileiitH of which are blolted out by 
its horrible ending. 

A t'oi.oMST mall visited Wlii-lan at the 
Tiovincial .liiil, yestrrd.iy , and found liiin 
cliaii;4<jd indeeil. He was alone in a Kimdl 
L'cl! in the centre tier, close to the jail olil- 
i.'erii' (jniirterH; a cell which, with ila aiiigle 
|iiece of furniture, a cot, provided no means 
of umuseinent or occupation, and conipelli d 
the prisoner lo listen to tho only voices lie 
could hear— those of Memory and Con- 
science. 

When lie licard the key turn in the lock 
of his door, Whelan, who had been sitting 
on his wire bedstead, .sprang up with uii ex- 
pression of relief, and came forward. lie 
was dressed in his accuatoined suit of black, 
and wore the familiar light overcoat and 
hat, but was without collar or tie. Ho 
glanced at his clothes as tliu newaiiiun en- 
tered tho cell, and remarked bitterly, 
"They let we wear these yet." 

Kvidently ho wna glad to hare a visitor, 
and a» soon as the object of tho call was ex- 
plained, he said that lie was uii.\ioua to 
linvo an oiiliortuiiity of t nlling his story to 
the public. 

" I've nothing to fear now, and nothing 
to hope for, and I'll IfU you everything." 

"Commence at the beginning," advised 
tho interviewer, "tell nie all about, your 
life, and we'll Ldit at the Ktory hidler." 

Whelan did so. "I was horn, aa you 
know, 'he oaid, " in Dublin, and am 2!) years 
old. Iloth my pareiila aro ilead. I cnme to 
America years ago, and bi.'cime a iiatur- 
uli/.ed citi/.en. For yeara 1 lived in Mon- 
tuna, in tho niiniiig district, working in the 
mines and smeltora. Then T went to Heleiui, 
and drove a transfer wagon for a while lie- 
foio coming on to Seattle, with an old 
friend named McOivorn. 1 worked there, 
and for a short time in Fairhaven, and then 
nmde up my mind lo piya vijii to my 
brother in California. I wasn't well just 
th a, so I deoidud not to go south until fall. 
Thero was very little doing in .'Si'uttle, so 1 
dcterniinc-d to coir.o here, where 1 hud some 
friends working on tho new Cutholie 
oburob. •loamoover ; aadgot a job with 



them. From the first night I was here I 
was in Wriglesworth's plaoei.at^tho corner, 
every evening, and he knows mo better 

thun anyone else in Victoria." 

"What about that lUg incident in- 
quired the reporter, us Whelan coiiinienced 
a recital of details of hia life here, not in- 
teresting to tho public. 

" I'll tell you all I know about it, us God 
ia my judge, and it's very little, At the 
time of the layiii;; of the corner stone, a 
derrick was brought, over that belonged to 
Jack Harbottle, and all the crowd working 
about it and the stone, getting it ready, 
wore Seattle boys. The stone was laid on 
a Sunduy, and the day before I worked on 
till six, though I should liuvo stopped work 
at four. I didn't kuow or hear anything 
about a flag till after we got through work, 
and then Dunn, the suh-contfactor, says, 
' We need some green or something around 
it to make it look right.' Ho told one ot 
tho boys to go and get a flag, und some of 
them went ; I don't kuow who. it was. It 
wasn't me. I cbuld see where the derrick 
was from my window at the Dominion 
hotel, and oh (Sunday morning, when I ran 
in to Joe Silk's, he asked me ft the flat; was 
up on tho derrick. I told him I didn't see 
any flag, and he said ' It's been taken 
down then.' Well, I says, it's a stinking 
shame. As God's my judge, that's all i 
said, and I didn't think anything about it. 
The boys were in bed, and I says well, 80 
long, doe, I'm going to 10 o'clock mass, 
When I was on my way to the cluireli. 
I saw tho flag, lying cu the brick-work, and 
Dunn says to me, 'We had a Hug up there, 
hut someone's taken it down; go ami put it 
up on the elevator.' The Young Meii'a In- 
stitute was decorating then, and when I 
went to do as Dunn told me, Le[iiiie eaiiic 
up, and said if I |)ut it up, it would be 
taken down. I didn't see Deaay at all, that 
I can remember, and when Lepine was talk- 
ing, Dunn came up and aaya, 'Oil, luiver 
mind; tire it into the tool-house.' I did so, 
and I never tliounlit about it ng-iin. I never 
had any hard feeling.s against Deasy or any- 
one else ; audi never carried tile ll:iguround 
over my nliuulder. I huil it on my arm, 
and I didn't want to have trouble with any- 
one. That's every bit I Icnow about the 
flaL', if I may never breathe again. I wus 
working right along on tiie ciuircii fiom 
then till McL.iughliii was ilrowiied, and 
then I took a week and v,-ent and helped 
hunt for Ilia holy. 1 went back to work 
the next Monday, and waa working right 
along till the afternoon of the day tbey 
asked me to go on watch. Wo were fixing 
up a chimney for Mr. Wrigleswortli ; and, 
aa v.'o had been working over at Mr, 
Wriglesworth's, we hucl had about 
four drinks with hiin. McDonald, 
the contractor, conies up to me, and 
Dan McDonald with him, and McDonald 
says, ' Ijurry, will you stay watch at the 
church, to-uight I says, yes, and Dan 
says, ' Have you got a gun?' I haven't, I 
fays ; • .Shall I get you one ':' says he ; no, 
s lys 1, if I want one I can get it. ' Well,' 
siys Don, ' I.irry, mind tho ghosts,' 
' Dirry'a not afraid of ghosts,' says Mc- 
Donald, and they walked away. I went lo 
Wriglesworth's, and all the boys were ' jos- 
slug ' about going on watch, 'liermudiz was 
tlie.-e, and I got his umbrella from him, and 
lie aays, ' Larry, some one '11 be killing you, 
if they get n\> in the building and drop 
tliiiigJi down on you.' .So 1 a, ked Wrigles- 
wortli for hia gnu, and he i^ave it to me, 
and put the raga in it himself. J never car- 
ried ii revolver, and never shot olf a gun 
but oiioo in my Mfn, though 1 did belong to 
a rille comp.uiy in Montana, 1 took the 
gun and stood with it in the cl u eh a couple 
of hours. Then 1 wiMil over lo the Domin- 
ion House and took it with nie, .':o it 
wouldn't gel stolen. 1 met Crawford and 
had a drink with him, and we were talking 
about the gun drill, and the gun wus pas:ied 
nil around. I went out the back 
way and through the church, 
ran over to Wriglesworth's for a minute, 
and then went inside the church, iimi sat 
down near the door. I wus dozing like, but 
I saw McDonalil pass by. "^e didn't come 
toward the church, or stop at all. I wasn't. 
(]uile sober; there waa no roof on the 
church then and 1 waa wet. I took the gu;i 
and walked around for a while, and tln re 
wer.? linndreda of people passed me that saw 
mo there walking arcnind with the gun. 
I'retty soon Silk came around and 1 walked 
aeros.s the street with him. I a^iked him if 
he had any cartridges, and he says 'nothing 
but a couple of blanks ; ' I says all I want't 
something that'll make a noise, and he 
picked out the cartridges and gave mc 
them. I took them and put them in the 
i;un and went back and walked around the 
cburcb three 'or four times. Then I went 
across the street and stood by the corner, 
looking up town. I didn't hear anything 
till 1 went to turn to go back across the 
street, and then I .sees right besiila me two 
men in white, with yhiii liiils on. They 
acarcMl me, and 1 says, '.My (iod, 
wli.it'.a that'.'' or Homelliing like that, 
and then 1 don't know whetlier 
they blew a horn or not; 1 don't know liov,- 
anyiliing hii])peiied. Iliad tlie gun on my 
right arm, and the umbrella in my left 
hand. I lieanl the gun go off, but I don't 
know what made it. liefore lloil, I don't. 
1 don't know whether it was an accident 
or the devil came behind me and pulled llie 
ti iiiger. I saw him tall down, but I thought 
ho was fooling, for a gecoiiil. 1 stood there, 
llii ee or four minutes, it mual have been, 
and then 1 went into Silk's, and 1 says, 
'For Cod's auke, ,loe, wliat'U I do; I've 
shot some-one' I asked iiim to go and see if 
he waa hurt bad, and he went. If it's the 
U It word I ever speak, ,)oe never tried to 
get mo to go home that night, atd he never 
tried to got the cartridges out of the gun. 
And Crawford didn't try to ;^et the cart- 
ridges out either. I wasn't so druid; but 
that I'll have remembered ihut. When .Joe 
came back he told mo some>one wis badly 
luiit, and 1 say.'', 'For God's sake, Joe, 
wluil'U I do.' He told me to go and give 
myself up to the police, and we started 
down together, nnd ho saya, ' Darry, how 
did it lia])pcii?' and I says, "Joe, I d<in't 
know: J didn't think thero was any- 
thing in the gun.' I didn't put any- 
thing ii the gun; I'd have rather the 
judge had hud me .shot yesterday than 
say what he did. I wasn't afraid of ihe 
crowd ; that's not why I gave myself up ; 1 
didn't see any crowd till I went to the 
police station. I went right up the stairs 
and knocked at the door, and no one came. 
Then I went out and walked around a 
cmiple of bloeka and cinie back. 1 knocked 
at the ilnor agniii, ami souii! one siiid ' Come 
ill,' und I went in and told liiin I was the 
man thut shot some one, and he arrested 
me. I am not » murderer (and here 
WhoUnsankon hia bed and covered his 
eyes u moment). When I die, I'll not be 
afraid to meet the man that was killed, in 
hoovou. He'll know I'm not his murderer. "

Legislation Kestrictiiiff the Hours of 
l^abor of Jiailway Servants— The 
Irish Relief BiU.

Of thirteen patents connected 
with the arm in (piestion, one official held 
ten in his own name. \Vhat waa needed 
was not an isobited inquiry as to how the 
rille came to be adopted, but a thorough 
reform in the methods of the War Office.

CONTAGIOUS diseases' BILL. 

On tho order for the House to again fjo 
into coiiiniitteo on the Animals Contagi- 
oua Diseases bill, 

Hon'. Mr. Beavkn submitted that the 
bill, so far, was irregular, as it had not 
been inaugurated by message from the 
Lieut. -Governor or in eommitteoof the 
whole, although it involved a charge 
upon the public revenue. This being llio 
case, according to May, all the proceed- 
inizs so far in connection with it were 
vitiaced, and must be begun over again. 

Hon. Ml!. Davik contended that the 
bill did not conteniplalo a charge upon 
tho revenue. All it provided for were 
inspectors who were Goverunieut agents 
already. The bill was merely to prevent 
the spread of CQritagious diseasos among 
auiiuals. The bill did not constitute a 
charge on tho revenue, but gave the 
Lieut. -Governor power to provide for the 
remuneration of inspectors in outlying 
districts. 

The Speaker said that any charge upon 
tho revenue came under tho conditions 
cited by the leader of the Opposition, and 
must be ruled out of order as not having 
Veen introducea by a message from the 
"Lieut. -Governor. 

THE SUNDAY LAW. 

AIr. Milnk moved the second reading 
of tho "Sunday Bill." The Sunday 
Law had been introduced in 1863, by Sir 
James Douglas, and tho object of his Bill 
was not to change any of its features, 
but merely to apply it to tho entire pro- 
vince. 

Mb. Hunter noticed that tho act re- 
. f erred to was only a short one, 'and inti- 
mated that it would be well to re-enact it 
over again, in order to save confusion. 

Dr. Milne said he understood tho act, 
which was extended to the Province of 
British Columbia, was the English law of 
1858. All that ho wanted was to include 
the Island of Vancouver, 

Hon. Mb. Bbaven explained that tho 
oonsolidators had omitted to apply, tho 
law to Vancouver Island. 

Mr. Booth contended that the present 
bill gave nothing intelligible. He wished 
to have the law made such as every one 
could understand. 
Hon. Mr. Davie said that the Sunday

He 
endorsed the remarks of the membor for 
Comox, saying tiiat, in default of the in- 
troduction of a new law, ho should cer- 
tainly support the proposid to make the 
Sunday law generally applicable. 

Mu. Gua.nt spoke of tho experiences of 
minero whoso conditions wore such that 
they were unable to observe the Sabbath 
in a hard and rigid mi'.nner. 

Hon. Mr. A''ERNONgavo tho member 
for Victoria credit for sincerity, liut, as 
the Attorney-General pointed out, there 
wore many provisions in tho old law 
which vvero not applicable here, and 
^ were an nbsolute dead letter and useless. 
If tho member wore in earnest, ho would 
certainly withdraw his bill and bring in 
a new one. 

Ml!. Cotton was sure that the members 
from tho mainland would bo glad to see 
tho people of tho Island havo all tho 
benefits of the Sunday law but, nfter the 
remarks of tho loader of the government, 
ho thought it singular that, in tho bill 
which ho had introduced yesterday, there 
should be .i jjr jvisioii " that any location 
made u|)oii Sunday shall not for that rea- 
son be invalid, any law or statute to tho 
contrary notwithstanding." 

Mr. Ebekxs suggested that the muni 
cipalitios might bring in Sunday by-laws 
if they chose. 

Mr. KpiTH recommended that a new 
law bo introduced. 

Hon. Mu. Divie said ho would not 
v(jto for the present bill because of it.s 
absurdities, but should i nly bo too ready 
to su[)port a proper Sund.iy measure, lie 
defemled tho leader of tho Govermnont 
from tho reflection by tho senior member 
for Vancouver, who api)eared to desire, 
for a personHl pur|)ose, to make a point 
against tho premier. He would lind be- 
fore long, if ho did not know already, 
that he could not succeed in making un- 
fair capital in this w.ay. He pointed out 
that the bill was not tho work of the 
Government, but tho product of tho 
labors of the Mining Commission, and 
had been brought before the House for 
them to act upon. To rellect upon the 
Provincial .Secretary on jiccount of it, was 
utterly unjust and unworthy. He con- 
cluded by inviting the inombor for Vic- 
toria to withdraw Iiis bill in order that 
tho House might pass an oil'ectivo law. 

Mb. Booth should vote against the 
present bill because of its vagueness. Ho 
was not prepared tu support a measure 
he did not undersbiiid. 

Dr. Milnk said ho appreciated the ar- 
guments which had been jnade, and 
would withdraw the bill. 
the pRorcsEn Vancouver .judicial dis- 
trict. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second 
reading of tho Supreme Court Bill, 
which merely carried out tho resolution 
unanimously adopted by this House. As 
he had before said the carrying out of 
the Bill rested entirely wiih the Domi- 
nion Government, without whom the 
Provincial statute would be a dead 
letter. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said the House had 
aflirmed tho principle and he should not 
oppose the Bill.

FORMALLY OPENED. 



The James Bay Athletic Association 
At Home to Their Many 
Friends. 



Addressed by Mayor Graut, Before 
JJuteriug Upon the Merry 
Dance. 



A little more than a year ago, at a meet- 
ing of the James' Bay Baseball Club, Mr. 
F. C. VValfenden was well laughed at for 
snxguating the poasibility of making the 
club a pormanent institution, with first 
<:.laas preaiisee of their own. He could not 
be made to see any reason why Victoria 
' should not have a well equipped and inde- 
pendent athletic club, with as fine a house 
as any in Canada. Ridioule did not dis- 
courage hira, however, and soon ''the boys" 
began to ace that there was method in his 
^ madness. The members of the James' Bay 
I / hose team finally announced that they nn- 
dorsed ~ the project, and would go hand in 
hand with the knights of the bat and ball 
t ) bring the scheme to a successful comple- 
tion. A joiut stock company was formed 
iiiul incorporated, with u capital 
stock of SIO.OOO, and Mr. .John 
Tea^'uc waH culled upon to fiunifjli 
pliiua for firat-clu83 club and hoat houses. 
A well adapted site for the buildings was 
chosen, and after overcoming tlie objections 
of .several wlio opposed the project, the 
contract was let for their erection. 

Last evening, llic new club's haiuIt:oiiie 
premises wr.ru formally (jpened witli an 
address by His Worship tlie .Mayor, and a 
social dance, in whicli aonic 400 invited 
guests participated. An orchestra of four 
pieces supplied the music, and the gym- 
nasium floor, the entire lower flat, was 
found excellent for dancing. There were 
2"2 dances on the card, and during the 
evening a delicate and well arranged 
luncheon was served in the billiard hall. 

Mayor Grant, in formally opening the 
club, expressed his pleasure at being called 
upon to extend a welcome to the happy 
young people forming bis audi- 
ence, lie reviewed the history 
of the club from its inception, 
and told of the obstacles that bad to be sur- 
^ mounted ere success crowned the oflTorts of 
its projectors. The premises in which they 
were now gathered bad cost $7,000, with 
f500 worth of apparatus and $500 worth of 
furniture. Attached to the club house was 
a pretty and well arranged boat house, and 
in May next six new racing shells would be 
added to its equipment. Tho membership 
had reached 230, an initiation fee of 
being paid, and monthly dues of !jl. In 
the course of his remarks, hia wcjrship re- 
ferred to tlie important part athletic sports 
had played in the world's history, jiarticu- 
larly in Uie histnry of (jroeee and Rome. A 
sound, strong hody not only went far 
towards making a man a worthy citizen, 
but it gave liim a Htrong, healthy mind ami 
a linn wiU. Tho philosophers luid sages 
of ancient (Ircece, men who had left their 
individuality indelil)ly imprinted on tlio 
pages of ilie world's history, men whose 
equ Us were not to ho found, even to-day, 
in the arts, literature and science, were men 
who set a high value upon the athletic 
qamea of their country, and themselves 
took a foremost part in the tournaments. 
Tn our own day and generation it was an 
easy matter to instance men whose love for 



sports— true sports— in boyhood, did much 
to (jualify them for directing the fortunes 
of the nation and forming; its destiny ; such 
men &a Gladstone and Disraeli were men 
tioned, or an example might be found in our 
Chief Justice, Sir Matthew li. Begbie, to 
whose energy in early days British Colum- 
bia owed much of the reputation ahe enjoya 
as a law-abiding, order-loving country. The 
Chief Justice, when at Cambridge, was one 
who could always bo depended upon when 
a spurt was required to bring the boat Hy- 
ing the light blue to victory. In concluding 
his remarks, Mayor Grant e.xpreaaed the 
hope that in developing their pliysical man- 
hood, the members of the association would 
not lorget the training and education of 
their minds, so that they would he better 
able to fill the places of the men of to-day 
than those men are. He hoped they would 
bo able to box the compass, and row and 
ateer the ship of state, as well us any com- 
mercial enterprises in wluch they might em- 
bark into a harbor of unalloyed prosprity.

aHlVERINO IN THBIB SHOMS. 

■ . We see bhat the Toronto Globe, in an- 
tidipation of an early diasolution of Par- 
liament^ eompiains of a " snap " appeal to 
the people and of the unfairness ot tak- 
ing tho country by surpriso. Thoro is 
very lutio aenso in this complaint. Tlio 
Liberals liavo buen fur yosrs advocitinp; 
commercial union and unrestricted ri;cip- 
rocity. They have deiuiuucod tho trade 
policy of tho Goveninient in the strong- 
est terms possible. They have declared 
that ib was oppressive, and that the 
people had become restivo under the gal- 
ling yoke of the protectionists. They 
emphatically assorted that if the electors 
were appealed to they would gladly seize 
tho opportunity to become free. Mr. 
Laurier, Sir Richard Cartwright, .Air. L, 
H. Davies, .Mr. Charlton and otlier load 
i n<; lif,'lit3 of tho Liberal Party have beei 
preaching tho doctrine of unrestricted 
reciprocity in all tho eastoni provinces, 
The Liberals have sent an ambassador to 
AVttsliington to further their interests 
there, and they have had an active and 
energetic resident representative in 
the United States in tho per- 
son of Mr. Erastus Wiman. Thoir 
' newspapers, and one that was not theirs, 
have been incessant in S|)roading their 
trad"} views. In fact, tho Liberals 
have bad for a long tiino all tho machin- 
ury of political prop-gandism actively at 
woi'k iii-oparing for .ho general election, 
whilo their opponents have been com- 
paratively inactive. It is not for thcin 
therefore to complain that thoy have 
been taken unawares. They have thrown 
down the gage of battle. The Premier 
. has merely taken it up and has given 
them the advantage of fighting on the 
ground which they, themselves, have 
chosen, and which they have been fortify- 
ing with all tho means at their disposal. 
If wo Imd not great coiiHdenco in Sir 
John's [generalship wo would bo inclined 
to say that be is making a mistake in 
thus giving his opp.)nents so great an ad- 
vantage. But ho can survey tho whole 
liold, and he is well able to estimate tlie 
strength of his forces. We, therefore, 
believe that he will win in spite of tho 
odds he baa given the Liberals. But for 
them, occupying so favorable a position 
and after such long preparation, to com- 
plain of being taken by surprise, is ab- 
surd. Their reluctance to bfgin the con- 
test, and their many misgivings, show 



lazy or incapable teach"rs. It is much 
more probable that thoy will bo too 
impatient and exacting, and will blamo 
the teacher for tho slowness of ad- 
vauceuioiit, which ought in strict justice 
to bo attributed to other causes. 

We .ice that tlw Times harps upon a 
string that might be expected by this 
time to be completely worn out .-It 
says: — 

"Tho percentages of scholarship, de- 
ducted from sound data, will never be 
made public property as long as the inan- 
agpmont of publifcsphools iB< identified 
with political rtmbitiori.". 

The suggestion that the schools of this 
province are subjected to -influences that 
are political "'in the improper sense of 
the term is wholly unwarranted. Not a 
single fact has yet been adduced to show 
that tho schools or tho teachers are used 
to advance the interests of any politician 
or any party in a way that malignity 
itself could interpret as improper. The 
Opposition organ has been challenged 
time and again to adduce oven one 
such insUmco, and it has not been able to 
do so. As the system is a public one, 
supported almost wholly by the Govern- 
ment, those entrusted with its superin- 
tendence are necessarily Government oQi- 
cials. If these oflScials, by performing 
thoir duties efficiently and faithfully, as 
thoy do, and by attending to tho wants of 
tho school districts, increase the con- 
tidenco of the people in tho .-Vdmiiiistra- 
tion, tho inthionce thus gained is per- 
fectly legitiniato. And in this way, and 
in no other, have those connected with 
the Department of Education exercised 
an influence which can, with any ap- 
proach to propriety, be regarded as 
" political." They have earned tho com- 
mendation gratefully accorded to good 
and faithful servants, and in this way 
Btrongthoned the administration of which 
they form a part. It is pretty nearly 
time lhat tho organ joined tho great 
majority of tho people in acknowledging 
tho service which tho Department of 
Education iias dime, and is every day 
doing for the people of every part of the 
province. This would be more honor- 
able and more statesmanlike than drivel- 
ling dbout percentages.

The decision of tho Supreme Court "f 
tho United States in the Sayward caso is 
what we expected. Wo were (luito sure 
that that tribunal would take into con- 
sideration none but tho purely legal ([ucs- 
tions involved in the case. It would, we 
wore satisfied, pay no attention whatever 
to its political aspect. Tho Supreme 
Court of tho United States is, by tho Con- 
stitution, raised above all political in- 
fluences. Its business is to administer 
and to ^^terpret the law. Its function ia 
also to let the legislators know wiiat is 
law, and, if it pronounces any of their 
work unconstitutional, it is as if it were 
neTer done. The politicians nyiy bo in- 
dignant and disappointed, but its decision 
stands, no matter how they feel, or what 
they say. 

This was the ground of our confidence 
in the Supreme Court. Tho question it 



had to consider was one of law. Does it 
that they have no confidonca in the good- j poggogg the power to review and correct 
ness of their caiise, or in their own tj,e judgments of tho Alaskan District 
strength.

Ho sconis to forget that even 
if his pcrcontagc;! were reliable, wliich we 
are ([uite certain would not bo tlio case, 
not one reader in a hundred would attach 
to them the slightest importance. Very 
few would understand them, and those 
tbat did understand them would nut con- 
aider them worth noticing. Marks or 
figures, or oven algebraical signs, would 
not make the iiublic schools more eflicient 
than thoy are- Tho murks might look 
learned, but thoHO whom they might im- 
press would not be worth convincing. 

All that an intelligent man, in snarch 
of information, wants to know, is to bo 
found in tho School Report. He learns 
from it that thoro is in this province a 
well and carefully maintained system of 
undenominational public schools in 
wbioh ichildren can receive free theground- 
work of a good education. Ho can see 
that the Government takes care that tho 
toachors are well qualified, and that they 
teach the same brandies that aro taught 
in schools of the sumo grade in all 
Englisb-sponking countries, with about 
tho saino de-roo of elhcioncy. Wo will 
also infer from tho Report that tho 
schcolsaro under intelligent supervision, 
and will conclude, and bo warranted in 
tho conclusion, that thoy are in a fair 
state of efficiency. A sensible flion does 
not want to see a table of peroohtages, 
which may be wholly delusive, to con- 
vince him bhoblocartrusteos of common 
intelligence will not keep in their schools 



regularly called upon to do 
Tho Supreme Court considered tho 
question, and it has decreed 
that ib has jurisdiction over tho 
Alaskan Court. It will be noticed that 
it has lost no time in summoning that 
C.Jurt to show cause why its decision in 
the caso of the W. P. Sayward should not 
bo set aside. 

.\b tho Supreme Court has acted with 
respect to tho iiuestion of ita own juris- 
diction, so it will, wo are satiatied, net 
when it comes to consider the merits (jf 
tho case. It will look to tho law and to 
nothing else. If it, after due considera- 
tion, come to the conclusion that tho 
United States cruiser had no authority to 
seize a ship fifty milss from United 
States territory in Behring's Sea it will 
say so without giving a thought to the 
parties concorned, or to the consequences 
of icH decision. Wo are very greatly niis- 
takeii if it will not give as wise and as 
sound and as inii;ortant a deci.sion on this 
great case as any arbitrator or board of 
arbitrators that tho two (Ireat Powers con- 
cerned could have Bolccted. It strikes 
us very forcibly that both the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain and the Govern 
meiit of the Dominion of Canada are of 
this opinion, and that this is why they 
were so desirous of liaving the caso sub- 
mitted to the judges of tho Supreme 
Court of tho United States. Why any 
American citir.on should object to such 
a reference of this important case 
is beyond our comprehenniuii. One 
would think tli;it all American citizens 
would feel greatly gralilied that a foreign 
nation has such faith in the ability 
and integrity of one of tho groat institu- 
I ions of their Bepublio as to submit a 
national dispute of this kind to its de- 
cision. We have great confidence in tho 
justice of the British case, we therefore 
believe that all British subjects, who are 
interested in thu decision of the Sayward 
ciise, may make themsolvea easy, for 
there is tho best reason to believe that 



The question ol direct taxation is now 
being diocusHcil i'l East. A T/iberal 
writer makes a calculation in which bo 
oomos.to the cunolusion- that tho adop- 
tion of a policy of unrestiicted recipro- 
city with tho United States will make 
direct taxation necessary. The loss to 
the revenue by adopting that policy he 
believes would bo about fourteen niillioi)S 
per annum. Tiioro is no way of making 
up that dclicieiicy e.\copt by direct taxa- 
tion. Will the Canadians coiisont to be 
tv.xed U) that extent, directly, for tho sake 
of tho advantages likely to flow from 
pulling down the customs barriers be- 
tween their country and the United 
States ? We think that they will not. 
riiis is the opinion of the Liberal calcu- 
lator. Ho believes that Canadians will 
have to be educated up to the point of 
submitting cheerfully to direct taxation, 
to that and perhaps a greater extent. 
There aro other conse(iuences involved in 
this scheme of unrestricted reciprocity 
which those who accept it, must consider 
and make allowance for. Tho admission 
of American goods, free of duty, will no 
doubt kill a number of Canadian manu- 
factures, which have been built up with 
such care and at such a heavy expense. 
This means the loss of a very 
largo amount by owners of facto- 
ries, and stockholders who invcBtud 
their money, believing that the Niitiunal 
Policy was to bo (lermaneut. Under un- 
restricted reciprocity Canada would bo 
made a slaughter market for American 
goods.

Free 
trade witli the United States would, no 
doubt, be in Bome res[)ect3 advan- 
taiiecuis, but is it worth the price which 
we would bo required to pay for it ? We 
have named part of that price. When it 
is paid, would not British connection 
follow ?

How to Doctor Trees. 

Do not hunt for borers at all, but just 
doctor them a littlo. Make a mi,xturo 
of about one quart of wood ashes to a 
pail of water and stir it well. Next 
luako a ridge of earth around tho tree a 
low inches from it, and high enough so 
when you pour your mixture Into tho 
circle it will run into tlio holes and kill 
tho worms. It is sure death to them 
and costs less than ono cent a tree. You 
may have to do it twice tho first year, 
but after llfat a very littlo care will 
keep your trees freo'Jrom them. If you 
have no wood ashes, use a thin whito- 
wash of lime In its place. If you have a 
largo number of trees you can use strips 
of zinc or shoot iron about four or fivo 
inches wide and long enough to put 
about the tree in place of the circle of 
earth.

"THE MmERAL ACT, 1891." 



A lieview of tbe. Measure lutrodaced 
by the Minister of Mines— Its 
Alms, Olijeiets, Etc.' ' 



Tlie Commission for Revisiiiff tlie Jlin- 
iug ^jaws Hare Faithfully Per- 
formed Tlieir Work. 



Thia act which was introduced by tlio 
Hon. .Miiiistur of Minos, on Monday, 
allows signs of uiiituro doliburiition. It 
only duiila with niinorals in veins and 
lodes, and will bo followctl by iin act 
dealing with placor minus. .Suvuriil iin- 
pprtaut changes from tho ijreaonc law arc 
[ to.be forinetl, although tho general ])rin- 
oiples which guide the mining acts hither- 
to in force in this province are still re- 
tained. ' It is well known that tho U. S. 
mineral laws have boon tho basis upon 
which our law is baaed. Thoao still con- 
stitute tho basis of the now act, but, witli 
some additions, and a good many explan- 
atory clauses as a guide to the minor in 
ascertaining his exact rights. 

.Part I., treats of these rights. Upon 
purchasing a minor's cortiticato, any per- 
son or any properly organized joint stock 
company has the right to enter upon, 
lodate, prospect and mine upon any crown 
lands, for all minerals, precious or base, 
other than coal. This right ulso extends 
to any lands which may liercaftor bo 
deeded by the crown, lands which have 
hitherto been alienated by crown grants, 
•and in which only the precious niinorals 
have been reserved, are open to luinors 
to Work for the niinorals only ; the excep- 
tions are lands occupied by any buildinRs, 
orchards, land actually under cultivation, 
and Indian reservations. For any 
damages done to prior owners full 
compensation shall be given to the.satis- 
f action uf the gold commisaioner pre irious 
to such entry. 

Part II. Specifies the method of locat- 
ing, recording and making claims, and 
the method of obtaining Crown grants 
therefor. The location, where possible, 
includes a spot of land, 1,500 feet by COO, 
with parallel end linos and in rectangular 
form. The centre lino shall be straight, 
•aud clear directions are given as to tlie 
uumborinp; of tho stakes and the notices 
which shall bo placed upon them. Loca- 
tions made upon Sunday are not thereby 
invalidated. Priority of location con- 
stitutes priority of right. A record of 
such location must bo made with tho 
Mining llecorder within 15 days after 
such location. After such record is mado 
the holder of the claim shall perform 
upon such claim one hundred dollars of 
i^ork within the first six months, and 
shaU-jobtain from the Mining Becorder a 
"certificate of work" and shall record 
the same — first satisfyiog the recorder 
such work has been done by 





that 



affidavit, stating the details of same. 
This shall entitle him to hold tho claim 
for an additional six months, constituting 
the first year's tenure of the claim. Dur- 
ing each .succeeding year the same amount 
of work shall be performed in tho first 
half of such year, and a similar "certifi- 
cate of work " obtained and recorded. 
This is in lieu of tho former system of re- 
curding claims annually. No miner 
can hold more than one claim by location 
upon the same vein, but may purchase 
othei^s and may locate upon other veins, 
and after abandoning or forfeiting any 
claim cannot ro-locato any portion 
thereof without first obtaininjj tlie written 
permission of tho Gold Commissioner, 
nor can ho be interested in any such re- 
location. 

The rights which a miner obtains by 
such location are set* out very clearly, 
including all the lodes which have their 
apex within his location, with tho privi- 
lege of following tlieni downwards on tho 
"dip "even if it carries him outaido the 
vorticlo planes of his side lines. Length- 
wise upon the vein, however, his rights 
axe bounded by parallel vertical planes 
extended dewnwatds indefinitely. When 
veins' intersect each other the prior loca- 
tion is entitled to all the ore at tho point 
of intersection and thence downward. 
iVhen a tunnel is run for the develop- 
ment of a mine, the owner has the rigtit 
to locate all veins discovered in such tun- 
nel, if not previously located. The inter- 
est of a miner in his claim is a chattel 
interest equivalent to a lease, during the 
time when it is in existence. 

A Crown grant can at any time be ob- 

'.tained by paying twenty five dollars per 
acre for his claim, but his intention to 
apply for a grant must be advertised for 
CO days. If, however, the holder of a claim 
desires to expend five hundred dollars 
upon development, he can get his Crown 
grant without payment of that sum by 
obtaining a "certificate of imjirovemeiits" 
from tho g jld commissioner. Three forms 
of Crown grants are given in tho Acts, — 

■<mo applying to unoccupied Crown lands, 
another to lands granted iH foe simple in 
the future, in which the right to mine has 
Tjecn reserved to the licoiisecs of tho 
t'rown, and the tliird to those hinds now 
owned by other.s, in which only the 
righb to mine for gold and silver has been 

, reaorved. in the two last forms the sur- 
face rights of the prior occupant arc 
specially ])r()tected. 

When there is an advor.io olaiui, legal 
proceeding.s must bo br(iu;.;lit and prose- 
cuted continuously, aiul the adverse 
claimant must file plats of such entire 
adverse chtim to show tho ground in dis- 

v'pute. When final judgment in any such 
«uit is rendered, it shall be tho basis for 
tho issue of a Crown grant. Any transfer 
of a mineral claim must bo in writing, 
and must be recorded, and if any claim 
is liokl by Crown grant such transfer 
ahull be by deed and under seal. In case 
of tho death of a free minor his claim 
shall not bo open to location during the 
period of his last illness, or for twelve 
moiitlis after his death. 

Mill sites, not exceeding live acres, can 
bo located by a free miner upon ground 
not known to contain minerals, as nearly 
as possible in the form uf a S(iuaro. 
After sixty days' notion given of such 
location, upon complying with certain 
conditions, tho locator shall bo entitled to 
a year's lease of such ground, durinf 
which year ho shall oroct works or ma 
chinery u))on such mill site of tho value 
of five hundred dollars, and shall then bo 
entitled to a Crown grant of tho land, for 
five dollars per acre. Such Crown grant

Tho graTitoo shall connue.ico the 
construction of tho ditch for conveying 
such water within si.v months from the 
malting of tho grant, and shall not waste 
tlio water under puin of forfeiting the 
Rrant. Is tho (iohl Connniasioner sees 
fit, ho may uxtond the grant for a ))oriod 
not exceeding ten years, if tho uso for 
such water still <uintiniicH. 

Part 111. treats of mining partner- 
ships, which are deemed to exist from 
year to year, without written articles of 
agrecmunt. If any partner fails to keep 
up his free-minor's certificate, his interest 
becomes vested in his co-partuers. A 
majority of the interests in such partner- 
ship shall decide when and how long and 
in what manner tho partnership "claim 
shall be worked — and a manager may be 
a])pointed who shall have power to bind 
them by his contracts. Assessments are 
made payable within thirty days after 
being levied, and default in any partner 
in payment authorises tho partnership to . 
advertise and sell tho interest in default. 
A partnership can register itself in the 
Mining Ilecorder's oflico as a "Limited 
Liability " company, and post these 
words in a conspicuous portion of its 
claim : after which no parties shall be 
liable for any of its indebtedness, beyond 
his projjortional interest in the pwtner- 
ahip. Its books shall be carefully kept 
and always open to the creditors, and no 
dividend shall be declared until all its 
liabilities shall have been paid. The 
foreman, or manager, or an agent author- 
ized in writing, alone can contract any in- 
debtedness. 

Part IV. treats of tho duties and pow- 
ers of mining recorders. Each ono shal 
issue froe miners' ceriificates, and shall 
koop books called "Record Hook." 
"Record of Abandonments," "Record of 
Affidavits," and "Rjcord of Convey- 
ances " In tho last three books all ea- 
trie» shall bo made by copying the dpcu- 
monta entered therein verbatim. In the 
"Kecord Book " shall be entered records 
of locations, certificates of work, certifi- 
cates of improvements, extensions of 
time, licenses, water grants, forfeitures, 
abandonmontu and all iudgments afTect- 
ine; mining property. Copies of or ex- 
tracts from these records, duly certified 
by the mining recorder, shall be evidence 
in_ all courts in the province. If any 
miner makes affidavit that stress of wea- 
ther or other sufficient reasons prevent 
him from doing h'is annual assessment 
work within tlie six months specified, the 
gold commissioner or mining recorder 
may extend such time not to exceed six 
additional months. TbegoIdconimiBsioner 
may at any time perform all the duties of

V:\rt V. treats (d' the uiinistcrial pow- 
ers of the gold ooinniissionor, wliicli liavo 
nearly all been designated in tho 
fui ugoiug uccliuiia. Uo can empower a 
freo inintr holding adjoining claims to 
porfonii upon one the assessmontworjk due 
upon all, and shall" receive all documents 
and monies necessary for tho isauaiicu of 
Crown (Irant.s and forward tho sanio lo 
tho Commissioner of Lands and Works. 
I Io shall tako charge of the property of 
any intestate dccca.ied free miner, and 
iulinini.ster upon tliojsanie. 

Part VI. gives jurisdiction in mining 
disputes to tlio County Courts, and on- 
uumeratos their various powers, and the 
course of proceedings in all actions. 
Part VIL treats of tho punishment to bo 
vi.sited upon any ono cinitraveiiing this 
Act, and the collection of tines and pen- 
alties, and states beforo whom aflidavits 
jind declarations can be nmdo — among 
them is included the Gold Commissioner 
and Mining Recorder. Part Vlll. re- 
peals the former Mineral Acts, and 
clauses in other acts which conflict with 
the present one. 

It is evident that tho commission for 
revising tho mining laws liavo faithfully 
performed their duty. Tho best features 
of forinor laws have beun retained, and 
the objoctionablo ones have been stricken 
out. Every portion of the present act is 
mado to harmonize with tho remainder. 
No unnecessary repetitions occur, and the 
language used in tho various clauses is 
terse and clear to bo understood. Un- 
familiar legal terms seem to liavo been 
especially avoided. Tho law is liberal to 
tho minor, and yet very strict in speci- 
fyinc; the manner of acquiring mining 
rights. Various forms and a scale of fees 
are included in tho schedule to the not, 
which will enable the unlettered miner to 
comply with tho act in all its rc'iuiro- 
ments. Wo congratulate the Minister of 
Mines upon being able to present an act 
so finished and apparently so well adapted 
to our mining wants.

Hiram Price in tho February Forum, 
Most people are under the impression 
that wo'are psyiug- large sums ol inoiiey 
every year out of tho public trcisiiry for 
the support of the Indians, It will doubt- 
less be a surprise to such to learn that u 
very largo jiart of tho money appropriated 
by CouKress for tho Indian service lieloni,'s 
to the Inilians and is held in trust for ni ; 
so that ill fact ive ure, to th»t extent, iiicre- 
ly jjiviiig them llicir own. The re{;uliir Iii- 
ili.il! hill gt nerally ajipnipriates uheut .^."i,- 
()()(), (XiO. I'.ut aflc-r d-ilucting l.hc niniiey 
wliicli llio government only holds in trust 
and the iicccs.saiy cx]ieiiSLS of transporta- 
tion and distribution, il will be fomiil by 
careful examinutioii of tho ;iccoiiiit9, that 
the Indians gel from the gnvcniineiit for 
their subsistence only about 57 l^r ciipita 
yearly, or a fraction less than two cents a 
(l.T-y. The pay of llie army anii-mnts to 
•SI, 000 per annum for each .soldier. The 
princiiml business of these soMiers is to 
prevent Indian outbreaks. \Ve thus limit 
the Indian to two cents per day for food, 
making liitii sufliciently hungry anil des- 
perate to commit some depredation, so that 
the soldier may have something to do t<i 
earn liis pay. This wo dignify with the 
title of statesmanship ; Ijutfroin a coinmon- 
Bcnse, business standpoint, it looks very 
much like saving .it the spigot and wasting 
at tho bung-hole.
